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THE  IMAGE  OF  QUAKERISM 

At  last  Yearly  Meeting,  one  of  the  worship- 
fellowship  groups  was  concerning  itself  with  the 
“image  of  Quakerism,”  when  Ben  Seaver  cleared 
the  air  decisively  with  the  remark:  “ You  needn’t 
worry  about  the  image  of  Quakerism  on  the  West 
Coast  — it  doesn’t  have  any.” 

Later,  reporting  on  the  Friends  Committee  on 
National  Legislation,  the  same  Friend  gave  such 
a glowing  account  of  the  high  standing  this  work 
has  attained  in  Washington  and  Congress,  that 
we  all  felt  pleased  at  having  had  some  part  in  it. 
The  image  of  Quakerism  there  is  beyond  question. 

Between  these  two  extremes,  who  would  be 
in  doubt  as  to  which  one  he  would  choose? 

There  are  those  who  speak  to  us  with  great 
authority,  and  say  we  should  not  concern  our- 
selves with  our  “image.”  Their  argument  is 
irrefutable:  by  all  means,  let  us  “be,  and  not 

seem,”  as  Emerson  says.  But  there  is  a sense 
in  which  that  advice  is  purely  romantic.  Maybe 
our  devotion  to  inward  light  exclusively  has  kept 
our  fellowship  smaller  and  less  effective  than  it 
might  have  been.  The  same  prophet  who  de- 
scribed his  most  prominent  contemporaries  as 
“whited  sepulchres,  inwardly  full  of  dead  men’s 
bones,”  also  said:  “No  man,  when  he  has 

lighted  a candle,  puts  it  under  a bushel,  but  on  a 
stand. ..Let  your  light  shine  before  men  that  they 
may  see  your  good  works.” 

I certainly  do  not  mean  to  advocate  that  we 
should  sound  a trumpet  before  us  to  call  atten- 
tion to  our  good  works.  But  when  it  can  truth- 
fully be  said  that  West  Coast  Quakerism  has  no 
image,  I submit  that  it  is  high  time  for  us  to  re- 
examine our  testimony  and  measure  it  against 
our  heritage. 

For  example,  I have  often  thought  that 
wherever  a Friends  Meeting  exists,  there  should 
be  no  occasion  for  another  organization  to  spring 
up  and  move  into  the  leadership  for  peace.  Our 
own  leadership  to  this  end  should  be  so  unequiv- 
ocal and  effective  that  concerned  people  would 
rally  to  us  and  swell  our  impact. 

Nowhere  has  this  happened.  Others  take  up 
the  encounter  and  we  relapse  into  silent  waiting 
for  other  calls  to  which  we  are  increasingly 
deaf.  The  image  of  Quakerism  is  washed  out.

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IDEAS  FOR  BETTER  YEARLY  MEETINGS 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  at  San  Jose 
on  October  26,  held  an  evening  discussion  with 
Clerk  Edwin  Morgenroth  on  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. He  started  with  several  suggestions  made 
on  the  evaluation  sheets  returned  from  this  past 
Yearly  Meeting.  Yearly  Meeting  should: 

— begin  with  a Meeting  for  Worship,  not  a folksy 
sing; 

— eliminate  committee  reports  so  that  there 
would  be  time  for  consideration  of  the  issues; 

— keep  business  in  the  Monthly  and  regional 
Meetings,  where  we  are  already  putting  more 
authority. 

Ed  also  had  a suggestion  of  his  own  for  the 
functioning  of  the  PYM  Ministry  and  Worship 
Committee  during  the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting, 
especially  in  regard  to  periods  of  worship. 
Friends  should  be  able  to  go  to  the  Committee 
to  express  their  concerns  about  the  conduct  of 
Yearly  Meeting,  the  clerks  should  be  able  to 
consult  it,  and  it  could  help  in  orienting  new 
attenders  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

During  the  general  discussion,  considerable 
thought  was  given  to  the  Worship-Fellowship 
groups.  Are  they  taking  time  which  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  full  sessions?  Are  we  losing  a 
sense  of  our  corporateness  in  favor  of  a sense 
of  fellowship  with  a small  group?  Should  they 
be  voluntary  and  scheduled  for  the  early  morn- 
ing, or  should  they  be  held  in  the  afternoon,  so 
that  each  day  could  start  with  the  gathering  of 
the  whole  family  of  Yearly  Meeting?  Should 
they  be  cut  to  an  hour  from  the  present  hour-and- 
a-half? 

There  was  general  agreement  that  fewer 
workshop  and  interest  groups  should  be  sched- 
uled, to  allow  time  for  unprogrammed  fellowship; 
and  that  reports  of  committees  should  be  mimeo- 
graphed and  circulated  in  advance,  so  that  we 
can  prepare  ourselves  for  more  responsible  de- 
cisions on  agenda  items. 

Ed  Morgenroth  ended  by  reminding  us  of  some 
long-range  questions  before  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

— a permanent  site,  requiring  a travel  equaliza- 
tion fund; 

— a paid  secretary; 
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— a bringing  of  all  Friends  schools  under  the 
care  of  Meetings  at  some  level.

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WITH  VISA  IN  TANGANYIKA 

Our  family  has  recently  returned  from  two 
years  as  Directors  for  the  12  young  people  as- 
signed to  the  AFSC’s  Voluntary  International 
Service  Assignments  (VISA)  program  in  Tan- 
ganyika. About  twice  the  size  of  California, 
Tanganyika  is  an  equatorial  country  on  the  east 
coast  of  Africa.  It  is  famed  for  beautiful  Mount 
Kilimanjaro,  eternally  snow-capped,  for  its  big- 
game  animals,  and  for  Julius  Nyerere,  beloved 
young  President  of  this  newly  independent 
country. 

Our  VISA  volunteers  (ages  22  to  25)  were 
assigned  to  individual  jobs,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  first  year  were  scattered  throughout  the 
country.  Some  had  jobs  relating  to  their  special 
skills,  such  as  working  with  the  YMCA,  teaching 
adult  education  at  Kivukoni  College,  or  teaching 
at  a school  for  refugees  from  South  Africa  and 
Mozambique.  Most,  however,  worked  with  the 
Government’s  Community  Development  Division, 
helping  in  the  national  effort  of  encouraging 
self-help  projects. 

One  young  man  helped  villagers  organize 
themselves  to  dig  80  wells  and  line  them  with 
precast  concrete  rings;  they  will  eventually  be 
sealed  and  have  pumps,  to  ensure  a safe  water 
supply.  Another  encouraged  the  capping  of 
springs  and  building  of  water  tanks.  Still  another 
worked  with  the  African  Agricultural  Officer  to 
improve  an  irrigation  system.  The  VISA  girls 
did  some  of  this  organizational  work,  too,  and 
in  addition  helped  in  women’s  clubs,  teaching 
sewing,  nutrition,  child  care,  and  literacy. 

As  important  as  the  actual  projects  has  been 
the  contribution  our  people  made  by  living  in 
simple  homes  among  their  African  neighbors, 
doing  their  own  cooking,  washing,  and  cleaning. 
This  approach  built  a feeling  of  brotherhood  and 
equality  new  to  most  Africans,  who  had  been 
used  to  a “master-servant”  or  “governor- 
governed”  relationship  with  white  people. 


The  VISA  people  feel  the  experience  has 
taught  them  patience  and  understanding  (of  them- 
selves and  others),  and  appreciation  of  the 
courage,  acceptance,  cheerfulness  and  gener- 
osity of  the  Africans.  By  their  lives  they  have 
taught  their  belief  in  brotherhood,  the  worth  of 
the  individual,  and  the  dignity  of  manual  work; 
and  by  their  jobs  they  have  made  a significant 
contribution  towards  raising  Tanganyikan  stand- 
ards of  living  in  the  areas  of  health,  transpor- 
tation, and  literacy. 

The  VISA  program  continues,  now  in  five 
countries,  including  Tanganyika.  We  hope  that 
more  young  people  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
will  want  to  become  a part  of  it.  It  is  a great 
adventure  — difficult  and  frustrating  at  times, 
but  satisfying  as  a real  opportunity  for  service, 
and  as  a deepening  and  maturing  experience  for 
each  individual.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

FRIENDS  IN  EUROPE 

(Ed.  note:  This  past  year,  Ruth  Wendt  traveled  exten- 

sively in  Europe  and  Israel,  visiting  with  many  Friends  and 
attending  Yearly  Meetings  in  Ireland,  Holland,  Norway  and 
Germany.  Below  are  excerpts  from  her  account  of  the  trip.) 

My  main  interest  was  to  live  in  Berlin  for  a 
few  months,  and  to  meet  with  Friends  in  East 
Berlin.  Since  the  building  of  “the  Wall,”  they 
are  almost  entirely  isolated;  only  West  Germans 
and  foreigners  (no  W'est  Berliners)  are  allowed  to 
cross  over.  However,  since  the  Yearly  Meeting 
office  is  in  East  Berlin,  one  West  Berlin  Friend 
is  permitted  to  go  there.  I managed  to  worship 
with  East  Berlin  Friends  many  times,  always 
bringing  oranges,  coffee,  lemons,  and  chocolate; 
no  printed  materials  or  medicine  can  be  brought 
in.  These  two  Berlins  are  really  a tragedy  — gay 
and  lively  in  the  West;  dark,  almost  empty  and 
shabby  on  the  other  side. 

In  January  I received  an  invitation  to  visit 
Warsaw  from  Stasia  Zawadecka,  the  Polish 
Observer  to  the  WILPF  whom  I had  met  at  Asilo- 
mar  in  1962.  During  my  12-day  stay,  I was  sur- 
prised at  how  much  the  country  had  done  in 
rebuilding.  The  “ghetto”  square  is  still  an 
empty  space  with  one  impressive  monument. 
Although  Poland  is  a Communist  country,  it  is 
almost  liberal,  with  no  effort  to  show  off  to  visi- 
tors or  to  make  Communists  of  others.  All  major 
newspapers  are  available.  The  only  difficulty 
was  the  intense  cold  and  not  enough  coal  for 
adequate  heating. 

After  an  interesting  but  strenuous  month  in 
Israel,  I traveled  to  Ireland  for  their  Yearly 
Meeting  in  Dublin  on  May  1-4.  There  the  publi- 
cation Towards  a Quaker  View  of  Sex  is  causing 
much  concern  and  dissension  among  various 
groups  of  Friends.  This  was  my  third  visit  to 
Ireland,  and  I received  the  same  warm  hospital- 


ity as  before.  They  were  much  interested  in 
hearing  about  Poland  and  Alabama  (where  I 
lived  for  two  years). 

After  attending  Norway  Yearly  Meeting,  held 
in  Oslo  for  the  first  time,  I spent  a few  weeks  as 
a paying  guest  at  the  Stavenger  Meeting  House. 
The  view  was  superb,  and  for  a change  the  sun 
shone  and  the  weather  was  fine!  Last  year,  a 
peace  office  was  opened  by  a concerned  young 
couple,  who  have  made  some  valuable  contacts. 

After  a good  rest,  I returned  to  Germany 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  then  to  the  Interim  Seminar 
of  the  WILPF  in  Copenhagen,  led  by  Elise  and 
Kenneth  Boulding. 

To  meet  Friends  in  different  countries  is 
really  exciting.  After  ten  months  in  Europe  and 
most“  interesting  insights  into  the  conditions 
there,  I return  enriched  and  refreshed.

FROM  ONE  WHO  WAS  NOT  THERE 

One  who  misses  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has 
to  depend  on  reports  from  those  who  went,  and  on 
excerpts  from  the  Friends  Bulletin.  One  cannot 
but  be  pleased  with  the  new  dress  of  the  Bulle- 
tin, and  its  excellent  coverage  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  sessions.  There  is  no  question  about 
the  good  job  done  by  the  Clerks  at  the  business 
sessions. 

However,  notes  of  warning  come  from  two 
Friends  in  the  September  issue  of  the  Bulletin, 
and  also  from  the  Young  Friends  Epistle,  regard- 
ing the  lack  of  fellowship  in  the  worship  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  as  a whole.  In  the  smaller  morn- 
ing groups,  it  was  reported,  the  worship  was 
often  not  a period  of  waiting  on  God,  but  one 
ending  in  discussion. 

I was  also  shocked  to  see  that  in  the  1963-64 
Budget,  Education  and  Peace,  two  items  Friends 
have  always  stressed,  were  allowed  only  a total 
of  $275,  while  travel  for  representatives,  officers, 
chairmen  and  Clerks  totaled  $2650.  Are  we  not 
getting  top-heavy?  Cannot  some  of  these  good 
people  afford  to  pay  their  own  expenses  ? Are 
there  no  more  sacrifices  to  be  made  for  our  faith? 

I feel  the  whole  budget  picture  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  should  be  reviewed,  so  as  to  put  first 
things  first.  May  God  hasten  the  day  when  we 
shall  have  our  own  Yearly  Meeting  Grounds,  per- 
haps at  the  John  Woolman  School,  as  a more 
central  spot,  and  get  some  relief  from  these 
overhead  costs  that  take  such  a large  share  of 
our  Yearly  Meeting  budget.

IMMIGRATICN  INEQUITIES.  From  several  Canadian  Friends 
we  learn  of  the  plight  of  Wayson  Choy,  a writer  and  attender 
of  the  University  of  B.  C.  Worship  Group,  who  wishes  to 
live  in  New  York  for  professional  reasons.  Although  he  is  a 
Canadian-born  citizen,  his  Chinese  ancestry  places  him  in 
the  “Asia-Pacific  Triangle”  quota,  a small  number  filled 
for  years  ahead,  so  that  he  has  been  unable  to  obtain  a 
visa.  For  similar  reasons  Ronald  Wong,  a young  doctor 
attending  Vancouver  Meeting,  had  to  turn  down  the  offer  of 
an  internship  in  New  York.  The  Canadian  Prime  Minister 
has  stated  that  while  he  feels  the  law  is  unfair,  he  does  not 
feel  free  to  protest  to  the  U.S.  Government,  since  the  in- 
equity affects  citizens  of  Asian  ancestry  from  all  countries. 
Cn  July  23,  President  Kennedy  called  for  changes  in  the 
quota  system,  describing  the  national  origins  concept  ‘‘an 
anachronism,”  and  specifically  proposing  repeal  of  the  Asia- 
Pacific  ancestry  formula.  The  matter  is  now  pending  in 
Congress,  and  concerned  Friends  in  the  U.S.  are  urged  to 
write  their  Congressman  about  the  matter.

The  case  will  be  weakened  if  the  Elfbrandts  are 
forced  to  leave  their  teaching  positions  to  look  for  other 
work  before  the  Supreme  Court  decision  is  announced.  So 
please  help  ...”
